Hays Says Readjustment is 
Needed Soon. 


Deficit of $157,517,688 for 
Noted. 


Hauling of Government Mail 
| Real Costly. 


A P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, Dec. §.—Point- 
to continuing deficits in his de- 
partment, Postmaster - General 
Hays, in his first annual report to 
the President, made public today, 
declares that “if the present gauge 
of expenditures shall continue 
there should be su a readjust- 
ment of postage rates as will, to- 
gether with the effects of increas- 
ing volume of business, produce 
sufficient revenue approximately to 
meet 
Mr. Hays makes no specific rec- 
semontnsions as to the suggested 
adjustments, and declares em- 
phatically that “if it were a ques- 
tion between the best practical 
service on the one hand, and a 
poorer service with revenue meet- 
cost, on the other hand, de- 


ing 
cision should be resolved in fa- 
vor of rendering the service.” He 


adds that the department should 
not be conducted for a profit, but 
that it need not ultimately be run 
at a loss. 

DEFICIENCY LARGE. 
Revenues of the postal service 


Mr. Hayes says, totaled $463,491,- 
274, an increase of $26,341, 062 
over the receipts of the preced- 
ing fecal year. Balanced against 
this were audited expenditures of 
$620,993,673, with the total audited 
deficiency at $167,517,688. 

The material increase in the de- 
ficiency over that of 1920, Mr. 
Hays states; is due to large in- 
creases of expenditures in two prin- 
cipal items without any corre- 
sponding increase in the revenues. 
The two principal items are $76,- 
130.301 for increased compensa-

Mr. Hays also recommends serv- 


ice pensions for those who have |’ 


been in the service more than 
thirty years, and that Sundays and 
holidays be exeluded from sick 
leave granted employees of the 
department and service. 

Discussing briefly the detailing of 
marines to guard valuable mails in 
transit against hold-up men) the 
Postmaster-General informe the 
President that there is bei re- 
cruited from the department if 
to take the place of the Marines 
ap armed guard as a permanent 
branch of the ser'vice. 

“The United States mail must 
be protected down to the last postal 
card regardless of cost or personal 
sacrifices,’ Mr. Hays says. “It must 
be true that the mails may be late, 
but they are never lost.” 

At the énd of the fiscal year. Mr. 


Hays reports, there was a total of’ 


postoffices, an increasé of 
799, an increase of ninety-nine: 
second-class numbered 2779, an in- 
crease of 164; third class, 10,480, 
an increase of 2269. and fourth- 
class offices totaled 28,110. The 
average salaries of cletke wae in- 
creased from $1536 to 1717 and of 
earriers from 31531 to $1697. 


RURAL SERVICE. 


The rural service was extended 
during the year to more than 307 
new routes, of which 168 were 
established by the new adtinis- 
tration, the report says. The total 
number of routes was 43,752, cov- 
ering 1,163,896 miles and requiring 
annual travel of éarriers of 3$52,- 
532,858 miles. The cost of the 
service was $86,462,000. 

Mails were carried over 10,664 
star routes’ not traversed by rurai 
earriers, the report continues, and 
at a cost of $211,677 the mails 
were carried over 10,053 miles of 
routes in Alaska. 

Mr. Hays calis attention that the 
cost of carrying and heaGliag 
mails for the executive depart 
ments last year was $6,000,000, ae 
which the department received 
nothing, and he informs the Presi- 
dent that it is the purpose to keep 
aceount of this in the future end 
credit the department in the state- 
ments of value of service rendered. 
The revenue which would have 
been derived at the regular postage 
rates from the free matter handled 
last year would have been $13,191,- 
166, the report asserts.

What appeared to L. w Ran- 
nister of Denver as a black. cloud 
in the offing, was referred to in 
his address shortly after Secretary 
Fall took the platform.

NO GREAT PROBLEMS. 


Thea investigations do not show, 
he maintained, any great problems 
relating to legal rights and the 
question of equitable distribution 
he thought easy of solution.

| fere with the irrigation projects 
of the lower, and vice versa. 

Regarding the question of the 
‘legal rights of the United States
